The tent can easily be erected, because 
of the polesleeves to which the inner tent has to be 
attached. The Kariboe will stand in normal conditions with 
only five (!) tent pegs. By using some of the many guy 
points, the tent can be adjusted to severe stormy 
conditions.

The SnowRunner is a new look on a well-known and loved 
tent-desiqn. 

For many years tunnel tents have proven to be very reliable 
and well performing on even the most remote parts of the 
world: easy to pitch, lots of room at little weight, useable 
in both warm and cold areas. 

A tent suitable for expeditions to the Mt. Everest and family 
trips to the south of France. 
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What makes the SnowRunner so special? i 
Tunnel tents also have disadvantages. All the quylines you | 
need for windstability, for example. This is caused by the | 
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fact most designs use poles with the same length and 
panels of same size in the tents. This makes is easier to 
manufacture and sometimes simpler to pitch the tent. 

By using different pole lengths and arc-sizes and hyperbolic 
tension cut of the tent, you get a far more stronger 
construction. It not only looks better, it performs better as 
well.

The Xplorer combines the advantages of a tunnel shaped 
tent (lots of space at a low weight) with those of a dome 
tent (standing without pegs). The inner tent gives enough 
room for three persons and has a relatively high ceiling. - 
The vestibule can be used not only as a storage place for 
your gear, but also as an extended living room during bad 
weather. The inner tent has to be attached to the tent 
poles, which makes the tent easy and quick to erect. 

We spent considerable attention to the ventilation 
possibilities. The vestibule has an opening to let fresh air 
flowing into your tent, leaving again through the opening 
at the very top of the tent, taking away humidified air. By 





using the ventilation system condensation can be avoided 
as much as possible. 

The vestibule entrance door also is equipped with a full 
No-See-Um door.

Fabrics & Materials 


Silicone elastomere coated rip stop nylon is used for flysheets and 
Tent Tarps. This high-tensile tent fabric, specially developed for high 
performance tents, has a weight of 71 gr./m2 and is coated with 3 lay- 
ers of silicone elastomere. This material features some great advanta- 
ges comparing to more commonly used polyurethane coated nylons. It 
is up to 6 times more tear-resistant. It is highly resistant against UV 
radiation and it hardly absorbs any water. 

[t is waterproof and it stays waterproof even after years of hard use. 
We use this fabric in two colours, Bottle Green and Sand. 


Non-coated rip stop nylon is used as inner tent fabric, This very 
lightweight nylon is coated with ScotchGard* to make it water-repel- 
lent and keep it breathable. This fabric has the same tear strength as 
the flysheet fabric. 


Polyurethane coated nylon with a weight of 120 gr./m2 is used for 
the groundsheets and pole-sleeves. It is extremely waterproof due to 3 
layers of polyurethane and 1 layer of acrylic coating. It has a fluor-car- 
bon finish to make the fabric water repellent and still make it possible 
to tape the seams when needed. 

The same fabric, but with a lighter coating is used for the BaseCamp 
Tarp. 

For professional and expedition use, we have neoprene coated nylon 
available for groundsheets in tents which will be used intensively and 
at temperatures far below zero. At very low temperatures, PU coatings 
tend to become very stiff and can crack. Neoprene coated fabrics don't 
have this disadvantage, but is twice as heavy and more expensive. 


No-See-Um netting is a extremely fine, monofilament nylon mesh that 
keep even the smallest insect outside, but let refreshing breezes come 
through. 


YKK* polyester coil Zippers in 3, 5 and 8 mm wide, are used in the 
tents, The runners we use, don't have a break built in because we have 
the experience they can cause a lot of problems when getting dirty. 





Poles and Pegs 

All our tents come with 7075W-T9 Easton® tentpoles. These poles 
are the strongest available and provide optimum performance in any 
condition. The poles have standard a outside diameter of 98,64 mm. 
Additional are poles of 211 mm available for the SnowRunner. 


The parts are connected with shock-cord and have a maximum length 
of 50cm. 


The lightweight Tenttarps comes with one 150 cm, three section pole 
with a diameter cf 212,45 mm. 

The BaseCamp Tarp has two telescopic 'Dural' aluminium tentpoles 
included. These poles, with a length of 250 and 300 cm, are made by 
the Dutch company Erdman Schmidt Tenten. 


With all tents and tarps a set of 15 cm V-shaped pegs are included, 
made of extra strong aluminium. These type of pegs are suitable for 
normal use in most areas. 15 cm of length might seem a bit short, 
but longer pegs often can't be pushed completely into the ground. 
For winter-camping or expeditions are special rockskewers or snow- 
pegs available. 


The modern construction-systems warrants the highest quality 
Most tent-parts are sewn together with lap-felled seams, joining en 
folding them so that a double row of stitchings passes through four 
layers of fabric. These seams are very strong and water resistant. All 
seams are sewn with lock-stitch machines, using heavy duty polyes- 
ter core / cotton wrapping thread which resists shrinking, stret- 
ching, cutting fabric and rotting. It expands when wet to fill the 
needle holes, All stress points are reinforced with a double layer cf 
fabric or are bar-tacked. Where a lap-felled seam is not possible, we 
use bound seams. Binding of waterproof nylon cut on straight grain 
sewn on all edges makes them clean, strong and prevent the seams 
from stretching. 

For all plastic parts such as side-squeeze buckles, cord locks and the 
special nylon tentrings we rely on the very strong Duraflex® from the 
American company National Molding,. 

For all stake loops, quyline rings and loops etc. we use a special 














quality nylon webbing, In some product we use non-corroding brass 
grommets, 


Packaging and Accessories 

Before the LOWLAND tents and tarps are packed, we check them from 
top to bottom to make sure you will find no defects. 

All tents come complete with storage pockets for small items and 
loops in the inner tent to allow you to hang flashlights or riglines to 
dry wet clothing. 

Each tarp, tent, flysheet, poleset and pegs have their own bag, made 
of sturdy waterproof nylon with drawcord and CordLock. The size of 
bag with a tent or tarp is maximum 50cm wide and has a diameter 
between 10 and 20 cm. 

We have ‘Tentdiapers’, extra poles or specials peas as accessories avai- 
lable. In addition the SnowRunner can be delivered with a neoprene 
coated groundsheet and 211 mm Easton poles, for extra security under 
extreme conditions. 

The total weight of the tents and tarps are with all standard acces- 
sores and spare parts included. 


Use and Maintenance 


Pitching the tents 

The Traitrunner and SnowRunner have polesleeves on the outside of 
the tents and normally the inner tent stays connected to the flysheet. 
It takes only a few minutes to pitch these tents, even by one person. 
Just slide the poles through the sleeves from the one side to the clo- 
sed opposite side, Lock the pole, on the open side of the sleeve, in the 
special locking grommet. Secure one side of the tent to the ground 
with two pegs, stretch out the tent properly by pulling out the tent 
from the opposite end and with two other pegs the tent is pitched. In 
windy weather, use the guylines, 

[n rainy weather it is possible to erect in the inner tent separately, in 
order to keep it dry. 

Due to the polesleeves on the outside of the flysheet, it is not hard to 
pitch the tent even in strong winds. This system allows you to put in 
the poles before erecting the tent. 





If you want to pitch the tent on very hard or rocky grounds, we advi- 
ce to use special rockskewers, To pitch the tent in snow or loose 
sand, snow pegs are available or use ski's and ski-poles. 


The groundsheet can resist sharp stones and branches without 
tearing, it's very strong. However it does no harm to give the 
groundsheet some extra protection using a TentDiaper from tough 
waterproof coated nylon, tailor-made for every LOWLAND tent. 


To restrict condensation in the LOWLAND tents, we have designed the 
ventilat:on-systems in our tents. (See Tent Specifications). Totally 
preventing condensation is not possible. Moistures warm air, formed 
by your breathing and perspiration, using a stove or gaslight inside 
and moisture coming from the ground, condenses against the cold 
flysheet. Sometimes so many water can be formed, it runs down the 
flysheet in small streams. Don't worry if some water falls on the inner 
tent, this material is very good water-repellent. 

You can prevent too much condensation by not using any stove or 
gaslight inside a tent (is also a lot safer) and use an extra ground- 
sheet underneath the whole tent, including the bell-ends. 





Maintenance 

After your trip, clean and dry the tent thoroughly as soon as you 
possibly can. In a few days time, specially in warm weather, mildew 
can occur, which will damage the tent. 

When the tent or tarp is completely dry, fold it loosely and store it in 
a dry, cool place. 

Make sure the tentpoles are clean and dry as well before storing, to 
prevent corrosion, 

You can try to remove stains on your tent or tarps with some water, 
natural soap and a brush. Resin on a tent is more difficult. Dry out 
the resin stain in the sun and brush it off, Never ever use a solvent! 
Don't try to wash a tent or tarp in a washing machine and don't bring 
it to the dry-cleaners! 

Our tents are made to be waterproof. In time it might happen a small 
seamless will appear. Just stop the leak by using some silicone seam- 
sealant. Don't start sealing all seams, but find the leak and seal this. 





Apply the seam sealant evenly in a thin layer to make a strong seal. 
With all our tents and tarps, small swatches cf the used fabrics are 
included to do some field repair
